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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
rejections because the cited prior art fully discloses the claimed invention. The Applicant asserted that "Applicant respectfully points out 
that reversing the order of printed pages is a different feature and a different functionality than flipping a page for two-sided printing". 
However, Applicant does not point out what the differences between the claimed language from claim 1 and the teaching of Miyamoto. 
Miyamoto clearly teaches Miyamoto teaches a printing system comprising: a printer (1 fig. 1); and a first accessory device (i.e., a first 
paper handling portion 420 in fig. 16 or fig. 17) coupled to receive printed pages from the printer, wherein the first accessory device 
contains a straight-through paper path (443 in fig. 16) and a reversing paper path (444 in fig. 16) to reverse the order of the printed pages 
received from the printer (col. 15, lines 30-49).AIthough Miyamoto does not teach the accessory device externally couple to the printer, 
that limitation would be a design choice and well known in the prior art (i.e., some of prior art are attached with this office action in the 
Examiner Remark) because the accessory device should be a necessary device for the printer for receiving the printed paper from the 
print engine and outputting the printed paper to the user at the outputting trays. Therefore, the accessory device locates inside or outside 
the printer would be considered as a design choice. . 
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
